COURT RULES THAT EVIDENCE

The Alabama Court of Criminal 
Appeals handed down a decision on 
August 21, 1992 ordering that the 
conviction of Joseph D. Creel be re- 
versed and remanded. 

The major factor in the Appellant 
Court’s reversal of Creel’s convic- 
tion was the “broken chain of custo- 
dy of the state’s evidence.” 

There appeared to be missing 
links in the chain of custody of the 
vials of blood drawn from Creel on 
the date of the wreck. 

In the shipping of the blood sam- 
ples from the forensic lab in Dothan 
to the lab in Auburn, there was no 
evidence showing the identity of the 
person shipping the samples. 

During Creel’s trial, the state con- 
tended that, at the time of the fatal 
crash, he was driving his motor vehi- 
cle at a high rate of speed and under 
the influence of alcohol. 

On April 5, 1991, Creel, age 26, 
of Elba, was convicted of two counts 
of homicide by vehicle and one 
count of assault in the second de- 
S166): 

He was originally charged with 
two counts of murder and _ first- 
degree assault as a result of a two- 
car crash that occurred on July 8, 
1990 near Elba. .

No lake on Pea 


According to the latest reports, 
there will be no lake built on the Pea 
River at Ariton, AL.

Earlier a $400,000 grant had been 
approved for the second phase of a 
study of the proposed lake, but no 
recommendation from the Corps

At the request of Creel’s attorney, 
Merrill Shirley, Judge McAliley sus- 
pended all but two years of the sen- 
tence. 

Also included in the judge’s or- 
der, was the payment, by Creel, of 
$133,000 to the heirs of Mrs. Skin- 
ner and Norris and $150 to the Vic- 
tims Compensation Fund. Restitu- 
tion to Mrs. Guy was to be 
determined at a later date due to the 
ongoing treatment of her injuries. 

On Tuesday afternoon, Chief In- 
vesuigator for the 12th Judicial Dis- 
trict Attorney’s Office, Bruce De- 
vane, stated that the Creel case 
would be retried in Coffee County’s 
Circuit Court. 

It is not known at this time just 
when the case will be place on the 
court docket. The Attorney Gener- 
al’s Office has asked that the Appel- 
lant Court review its decision.

Commissioners were quizzed on 
roads, records, audits and attorney’s 
fees in Monday’s Coffee County 
Commission meeting. 

Dell Ellis appeared before the 
commission seeking an answer as to 
why the Palmer Road, a dirt road, 
had not been worked. He also com- 
mented that County Road 65 had a 
drainage problem. 

Both of these roads are near the 
Geneva-Coffee County line and EI- 
lis’ mother was injured in an auto- 
mobile accident on the dirt road 
some time ago. 

County Engineer Mark Pool at- 
tempted to address Mr. Ellis’ com- 
ments concerning the roads, but he, 
Ellis, left before Pool could get the 
floor. 

Pool stated, for the record, that 
the Palmer Road had been main- 
tained on a regular basis. 

He also told commissioners that 
the county had attempted to acquire 
right-of-way deeds on the Palmer 
Road but no landowners on the road, 
including Ellis, would agree to give 
them to the county. 

In addressing the drainage prob- 
lem on Co, Rd. 65, Pool stated that 
there was no problem, Possibly there 
might be drainage problems on pri- 
vate property along the road, but 
none on the county right-a-way. 

Ellis questioned the commission 
on the storage of county records. 
When he asked where commission 
records are now stored, he was told 
that they are stored at the commis- 
sion's offices in New Brockton, 

He encourage the commission to 
store all county records outside of the 
flood zone, 

Things got a little touchy when El- 
lis began discussing the subject of 
voting in Coffee County, 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton told Ellis that the commission- 
ers would not comment on voting if 
it referred to the lawsuit, Ellis Vs 
Coffee County Commission, now 
pending in federal court, 

During the course of Ellis’ com- 
ments, he eluded to the past court 
case in which his family (himself, his 
wife and his son and daughter) was 
indicted by a grand jury and later 
tried for illegally voung in Coffee 
County. 

“This was an unjustified indict- 
ment. In my opinion,” said Ellis, “it 
was an act of revenge!” 

“I feel that this indictment was a 
desperate attempt by officials includ- 
ing the county attorney and the DA's 
Office to salvage a sinking reputa- 
tion.” 

The Ellis family was later cleared 
of all charges and the indictments 
dismissed in Coffee County's Circuit

An Elba father/daughter duo 
reached a shared, long-time goal re- 
cently when they passed the General 
Educational Development (GED)

Frank D, Wilkes, Director of the 
Alabama Department of Veterans 
Affairs, announced today that Gov- 
ermor Guy Hunt notified the VA in 
Washington that Alabama has se- 
cured funding, through the Mayors 
and City Councils of Bay Minette 
and Huntsville, to qualify for $10.8 
million in Federal matching funds to 
construct two desperately needed 
Veterans Nursing Homes for Bay 
Minette and Huntsville.

Anticipated ground breaking for 
the homes is Spring 1993 with con- 
struction time being approximatcly 
18 months. Upon completion, the 
two facilities will provide state-of- 
the-art skilled nursing care, as well 
as generate some $2 million per year 
to local economies. The two homes 
will be self-sustaining and will not 
require any State funds for opera- 
tion,

Fruit Preserving Recipes Shared 


Pears can be served in so many 
delicious ways throughout the year. 
Seeing pear trees bending over to the 
ground makes me want to preserve 
some for later use. The following 
recipes are worth trying. 


Pear Relish 

1 pk. pears (8ql.), peeled and 
cored; 5 green bell peppers, seeded; 
5 red bell peppers, seeded; 3 hot pep- 
pers; 5 large onions; 5 c. cider vine- 
gar; 5c, sugar; 1. salt. 

Grind pears using coarse blade 
and drain until excess juice is re- 
moved. Grind peppers and onions. 
Combine all ingredients, bring to a 
boil, and boil 20 minutes. Pack into 
hot, pint standard canning jars. Ad- 
just jar lids and bands. Process in a 
boiling waterbath canner (212 de- 
erees F.) for 10 minutes.

Fruit Butter 

Fruit butters are made by cooking 
the pulp of any fruit to a smooth con- 
sistency, thick enough to hold its 
shape and soft enough to spread casi- 
| 


y. 

Wash the fruit thoroughly. Peel, 
quarter and add 1/2 as much water as 
fruit, 

Cook until the fruit is soft, stir- 
ring constantly. Put through a colan- 
der, then through a fine sieve to re- 
move all fibrous material and to get 
a smooth mass. To each cup of pulp, 
add 1/2 cup sugar. Add a little salt, 
Spices as desired, and fresh lemon 
juice if needed. If a light-colored 
butter is desired, whole spices may 
be tied in a small thin cloth bag and 
left in the fruit butter only during the 
cooking period. For apple or pear 
butter, add cinnamon, nutmeg, and/ 


or cloves; for peach butter, add cin- 
namon. 

Cook rapidly in a thick-bottom 
container, stirring constantly to pre- 
vent scorching, As cooking progiress- 
es, reduce the heat somewhat to pre- 
vent spatiering. When the butter is 
thick and has taken on a glossiness 
or sheen, pack boiling hot in hot 
standard canning jars. Leave 1/2 
inch head space. Remove any air 
bubbles by sliding a plastic knife or 
plastic spatula all the way down in- 
side of jar next to the side. Do this 
on all four sides. Wipe jar mouth 
(rim) with a clean, damp cloth, /\d- 
just jar lids and bands, 

Process in a boiling waterbath 
canner (212 degrees F.)--pint cind 
quart jars, 10 minutes. 


Performance Data Important In Selection 


Of Boars 


Performance data iss by far the 
most important management tool 
that has emerged in the livestock in- 
dustry. We began to see it as far 
back as in the 70's and to some de- 
gree even in the 60's, but it really 
came into its own in the 80's, Perfor- 
mance data helps you to take the 
guess work out of selecting any 
breeding animal. This is particularly 
true for swine producers and select- 
ing herd boars. 

Coffee County continues to be a 
strong pork producing county. Many 
times the difference between profit 
and loss is the efficiency and growth 
of your pigs. This can be greatly en- 
hanced by using a good performing 
herd boar. 

When looking at herd boar data, 
there are several things that you will 
see. They will tell you the number of 
teats on each side. They will give 
you the beginning weight for the 
test. The data will show the off 
weight for the test. For example, the 
on weight could be sixty pounds and 
the off weight 260 pounds. 

The next thing you will see many 
times in the data is adjusted average 
daily gain. This can vary, but most 


_of the time, the average daily gain is 


adjusted to. an 80-pound on test 
weight. What they have done here is 
each boar has started the test at dif- 


ferent weights. By adjusting the 
weight with a very specific formula, 
they can bring them all to the same 
Starting weight. This gives you a bet- 


ter comparison because all the ani-° 


mals would start at the same point. 
The data also shows you an adjusted 
backfat figure which generally for 
many breeds will run around .6 or .7 
inches, The backfat will receive a ra- 
lio, or the higher the ratio number 
the less the fat. The less fat the bet- 
ter, 

Most boar tests will show what 
the feed efficiency was or how many 
pounds of feed it took to put on a 
pound of gain. For really high- 
producing boars, this should be 
somewhere around 2-3 pounds of 
feed to 1 pound of gain. They will 
also ratio this. the less feed it took, 
the higher the ratio number. They 
will also give a soundness score. It 
will range most of the time 5, 6's, or 
7's. 

Another trait very important for 
boars is the days it takes them to 
reach 230 pounds, The less days it 
takes to reach 230 pounds, the better, 
This will be around 120-130 days. 

By utilizing this data along with 
visual appraisal you should be able 
to select a boar that will increase 
your herd production substantially, It 
1s very important to analyze not only 


what the boar looks like, whether he 
has muscle, whether he moves out 
on his feet and legs correctly and so 
forth. But it is very important that 
you consider his data. If you are buy-. 
ing from an individual and not off 2 
test, if he cannot tell you very much 
about the boar, number one, yout 
probably shouldn't buy it, or number 
two, you at least shouldn't have to 
pay as much for it.

Cutting Flowers For Display 


Whether you plan to show your 
finest flower or you enjoy having cut 
flowers in your home, the following 
are some Ups for keeping your flow- 
ers fresh. 

Cut flowers in the early morning 
or late afternoon when it is cool. 
Most flowers will need to be condi- 
tioned after being cut. To condition 
the flowers, put the bottom 2 inches 
of the stem in warm water, about 
110 degrees F, If the water is too hot 
for you, then it will be too hot for the 
flowers. Strip the stem so there will 
be no leaves or foliage in the water. 
Leave the flowers in the water for 
one to two hours. 

After conditioning, arrange the 
flowers in a clean vase or container. 
Some ‘lowers will benefit from 
flower food which can be bought 
from your florist. There is a home- 


made flower food you can make. 
Use 1 cup of flat lemon-lime soda 
with 1 cup of warm water. Don't use 
dict soda. Putting an aspirin of a cop- 
per Peny in the water will not keep 
the flowers fresh. 

Keep cut flowers away from di- 
rect sunlight and air conditioners. 
Sunlight will fade the petals and the 
air conditioner will dry the flowers. 
The best place to put the flowers is 
in a cool spot away from fruit, vege- 
tables and cigarette smoke, 

Use a clean glass or plastic con- 
lainer that has been cleaned with hot, 
soapy water for displaying your 
flowers, Change the water every 
three to five days and add new water 
and flower food. Each time the water 
is changed, cut 1/2 inch off the bot- 
tom of the stem so the flower can get 

fresh water. 


Chiggers Are Alive And Well In Woods 


If you've been in the woods late- 
ly, a quick look at your ankles will 
tell you that Chiggers are alive and 
well, 

The Chigger larva is the only 
stage that feeds on warm blooded an- 
imals. After he chomps on your leg, 
the engorged larva falls to the 
ground and goes through a type of 
dormancy. After this dormancy, the 
Chigger molts twice: first into a 


nymphal stage, then into an adult. 
Chigger nymphs and adults don't 
bite warm blooded animals; they 
feed on insect eggs and small soil in- 
vertebrates, 

The Chigger larvae sit in groups 
iear the top of objects close to the 
jzround, such as grass and leaves. 
‘They wait until they sense air cur- 
rents with high levels of carbon di- 
jxide from warm-blooded animals 
passing nearby. 


Chiggers do not burrow under the 
skin as commonly believed. Instead, 
they bite more like a tick and drink 
dissolved cells in which they have 
injected digestive fluid. 

The bite causes the itching which 


occurs 3 to 6 hours afterwards. As- 


with most biting insects, protective 
clothing and repellents are the best 
preventive measures. Showering 
shortly after being in Chigger coun- 
try will also help.

Boll Weevil Update 

You may ask if the Boll Weevil 
Eradication Program is Ade 9 Let 
me give you some figures a ou 
decide for yourself. In Coffee 
County there were 32 weevils caught 
in traps last month; in Dale igh 
there was 1; Henry County 4; 
Holmes County, Florida 0; Houston 
County 0; and Jackson County, Flor- 
ida 1, Compare these4 weevil num- 
bers with counties that have not had 
the program such as Lee County 
which had 2,633 weevils caught in 
traps. 

What does this mean to you, a 
consumer? It means that the farmer 
is having to put less pesticide on his 
cotton crop and it is costing him less 
to grow cotton. Both of these things 
are plus factors. This is an example 
of agriculture research benefiting all 
people. 


Export Markets 

What country is the biggest user 
of U. S. agricultural products? If you 
said Japan, you are right. Japan leads 
in every category except two and 
they are second place in those. 

These export figures were re- 
leased by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in 1991, With 
the importance of agriculture in the 
export market for the U. S. we have 
to commend our farmers for the ex- 


pert job they continue to do in the 
productivity of food and fiber. 


Azalea Worms 

Be on the lookout for the azalea 
caterpillar, We usually have a hatch- 
out about this time of the year. If 
they are not controlled when they are 
small, they can completely defoliate 
an azalea bush. 

If you keep a close check, you 
can usually find all of these little 
azalea caterpillars on a few leaves At 
this time you can just break the limb 
off and control the caterpillars. If 
you let them get big and all over the 
plant, a formulation of Sevin will 
usually control them, 

The caterpillars will be black with 
yellow stripes with a red head. When 
they are disturbed, they tum up at 
both ends.
